Dear Sirs, —According to your instructions the Board of Grain Examiners 
held examinations at Fort William, 8th to 12th May, of applicants for qualifying 
certificates of ability to act as deputy inspectors of grain, two examiners having 
personal charge and being present when candidates graded the actual samples 
of grain placed before them for that purpose, the candidates having no commun¬ 
ication with each other and no access to the key list of grades of the samples 
and their answers being on papers bearing numbers only. Afterwards and on 
different dates the Board of Examiners carefully checked over the written answers 
of the candidates and compared such answers with the key list of one hundred 
samples, and when necessary with the actual samples themselves. 

As a result of their examination, the Examiners hereby report that the 
following named candidates presented themselves, were examined and secured 
the number of marks placed opposite their names. 

In examinations held in past years, candidates to obtain qualifying certi¬ 
ficates, were required to secure at least seventy-five per cent of the possible 
marks. 

At this present examination none of the candidates obtained the qualifying 
number of marks, and the examiners cannot recommend that any certificates 
be issued.

Minutes of the meeting held October 19, 1921, were read and confirmed. 

Correspondence between the London Corn Trade Association (England) 
and the Liverpool Corn Trade Association, and the Board of Grain Commissioners 
for Canada referred to this board March 15, 1922, and the replies of the chairman 
and secretary after consultation of the Winnipeg members of the Board were 
read and approved as embodying the views of all members present at this 
meeting. 

Standard samples of the Commercial Grades Nos. 4, 5 and 6 wheat were 
chosen and confirmed. 

The following resolutions were then passed:— 

(1) That all barley not good enough to grade No. 4 be graded as feed in 
the discretion of the inspector. 

(2) That all wheat not good enough to grade No. 6 be graded feed in the 
discretion of the inspector. 

(3) A committee be and is hereby appointed under the provisions of section 
88 of the Canada Grain Act to meet, if it prove necessary, on account of 
climatic conditions, to select and establish other commercial grades of grain 
the members of the committee to be the chairman and all members of the board 
resident in Winnipeg. 

(4) That the commercial grade of No. 3 Canada Western Rye be and is 
hereby established which may contain up to 3 per cent of barley or 5 per cent 
of wheat. 

(5) That the action of the Chief Grain Inspector in classifying Smutty 
Nos. 1, 2 and 3 wheat as separate grades without using the term "rejected” 
was adopted and approved by this board.

Dear Sir, — I herewith hand you my annual report for the crop year, 
ending August 31, 1922. 

The total inspection in the Western Division for this crop was 230,132 
cars, as against 204,923 for the crop year 1921. 

The quality of the wheat of this crop was lower than that of the previous 
crop; 75 per cent of the cars graded into the contract grades, compared with 
86 per cent of the previous crop. Bad weather accounted for this. A long 
spell of warm weather sprouted the wheat badly, which caused it to be inspected 
into the commercial grades. 

The total inspection is made up as follows:— 

181,652 cars wheat 4,513 cars rye 

31,206 “ oats 1 “ speltz 

10,000 “ barley 5 “ corn 

2,531 “ flax 224 “ screenings 

A reinspection was called on 13,294 cars of the total inspected, with the 
result that the grade was changed on 2,517 cars and 10,777 left as inspected. 

A survey was called on 305 cars of the total inspected, the grade was 
changed on 33 cars and 272 left as inspected.

Dear Sir, —Herewith is my Annual Report for the vear ending August 
31, 1922. 

Elevators 

The standing of the elevators at Fort William and Port Arthur as at Septem¬ 
ber 1, 1922: Public terminal elevators, thirteen (13); private or hospital 
elevators, nineteen (19); a total of thirty-two (32) elevators in operation, which, 
with the additional storage constructed during the year, gives a combined 
storage capacity of fifty-six million, six hundred and fifty-five thousand (56,655, 
000) bushels at the head of the lakes. 

With a view to preventing loss of grain in transit inward between cars 
and scales,- and outward between scales and vessels or cars, and in order to 
maintain the integrity of Government weights, the handling equipment in the 
elevators has been continually under supervision and the up-keep has invar¬ 
iably been good, the operators promptly making any changes or repairs suggested. 

Scales 

New elevators have added five (5) 60-ton scales to the equipment, making 
a total of one hundred and ninety-three (193) scales in the elevators at Fort 
William and Port Arthur, over which has been weighed approximately five 
hundred and five million (505,000,000) bushels of grain during the year ending 
August 31, 1922, and notwithstanding the continuous heavy service, the scales 
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have been kept in a first class state of repair, being constantly looked after by 
a scale mechanic under the supervision of the chief weighmaster. There is 
also some forty (40) scales in the Government interior elevators at Moose Jaw, 
Saskatoon, Calgary and Vancouver, making altogether two hundred and thirty- 
three (233) scales under my supervision. 


Scale Inspection 


The above scales have been subjected to two inspections during the year— 
one being a semi-annual inspection made under my authority as chief weigh¬ 
master in order to determine the continued accuracy of the scales, and the other 
being the regular annual inspection made in my official capacity as inspector 
of scales in terminal elevators in the Western Division, and for which certificates 
of verification were issued and inspection fees amounting to two thousand, 
three hundred and two dollars and twenty-five cents (.12,302.25) were collected 
and remitted to the following district inspectors:—

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Shortages—Cars 

Considering that over two hundred and sixty-seven thousand (267,000) 
cars of grain have been weighed and Government weight certificates issued 
by the Weighing Branch during the crop year ending August 31, 1922, apart 
from claims for shortage on cars found leaking on arrival at the elevators, there 
has been a satisfactory reduction in the number of complaints against 
unloading elevators for shortage on the outturns of cars, and while all complaints 
received have been investigated and where the investigation showed that mishap 
or error had occurred in the elevation of the grain, adjustments for two thousand, 
eight hundred and seventy-five (2,875) bushels were secured or recommended. 
A large number of complaints were found to have no basis for claim against 
the unloading elevators but were apparently due to causes beyond the knowledge 
of the men who supervised the weighing. 

Shortages—Vessels 

Reports of shortages on the outturns of vessels ex Fort William and Port 
Arthur for the last crop year show little variation from previous seasons, ranging 
from 1| pounds up to 40 pounds per 1,000 bushels on the quantities of wheat 
handled, and as there is always more loss in handling coarse grains, the shortages 
are correspondingly greater, but when some unloading elevators consistently 
season after season report outturns, which allowing for natural shrinkage, 
compare closely with loading weights, it would appear that the same care 
and attention is not given in all cases to the weighing at unloading elevators. 

The average reported shortage on all grains unloaded at Canadian ports 
was 39.5 pounds and'at American ports 46.7 pounds per 1,000 bushels. 

From September 1 over one hundred and forty million bushels (140,000,000 
bushels) was shipped by vessel, and in the rush to get all possible grain out 
before the close of navigation, a lot of night loading was carried on and a number 
of serious shortages were reported, some of which, upon investigation, strongly 
indicated that mishaps of some kind had occurred at loading and settlements for 
approximately nine thousand (9,000) bushels were secured to cover these short¬ 
ages. 

Close supervision of the weighing has been kept and our Weighmen use all 
precaution to maintain the accuracy of weights. 

Annual Weigh-up 

The stocks of grain in store in the public terminal elevators at Fort William 
and Port Arthur were audited. The weigh-up was commenced on July 24 
and finished on August 21—thirteen million, six hundred and eighty-eight thou¬ 
sand (13,688,000) bushels being weighed and transferred and reports of the 
correct quantities and grades in store in each elevator were forwarded to the 
board. 

The regular inspection of scales and weigh-up of grain in the Government 
interior elevators was carried out from July 15 to August 4 and correct quantities 
and grades in each elevator were reported to the board. 

Organization 

Increase in the number of elevators and the quantity of grain handled has 
made promotions and additions to the staff necessary and strict measures are 
taken to keep up the efficiency of the weighing organization.. .

(c) Cars out of Turn 

By virtue of section 207 of the Canada Grain Act, the board is accorded 
certain discretionary powers in connection with the supplying of cars for the 
shipment of grain at country points. 

During the crop year 1921-22, the board ordered fifty-seven cars to be 
supplied out of turn for the relief of elevators in danger of collapse, for the 
shipment of seed grain, for grain urgently required for feeding and milling 
purposes, and for grain out of condition or insufficiently housed. 
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( d ) Complaints 

During the crop year 1921-22, the board dealt with one hundred and seventy- 
seven (177) complaints relating to inspection and weighing of grain, shipments 
ex country elevators, etc. 


(e) Defaults 

1. Merchants Grain Company, Ltd. —This company was licensed by the 
board to operate as country elevator warehousemen, grain commission merchants, 
track buyers and private terminal elevator operators, bonds being executed 
by the Alliance Assurance Company, Ltd., in the following amounts: Country 
elevator at Englefeld, Sask., $6,000; commission merchants, $10,000; track 
buyers, $7,500; private terminal, $5,000. Fifty-three claims were filed with the 
board, and after the session, which was held in the Grain Exchange, Winnipeg, 
on November 1, 1921, the board found that thirty-four claims, amounting to 
$24,377.55, came within the scope of the commission merchants’ bond. 

Cheque for $10,000 was received from the surety company, and this was 
distributed to the thirty-four claimants, each receiving 41 per cent of the amount 
claimed. No claim was established under any of the other bonds. 

2. W. Ross Alger & Company, Ltd. —This Company was licensed by the 
board to operate during the crop year 1921-22, as grain commission merchants 
and track buyers. 

Bonds covering their operations were duly executed by the Employers’ 
Liability Assurance Corporation in the following amounts: Track buyers, 
$23,000, and commission merchants, $10,000. 

The board advertised in the usual manner for claims against the company, 
as a result of which one hundred and twenty-six claims were received. A 
session was held in the offices of the company at Edmonton on December 21, 
1921, and each claim filed was given full consideration. 

After the above investigation, the board ruled that eleven claims, amounting 
to $8,177.12, came within the scope of the commission merchants’ bond, and 
that twenty-nine claims, amounting to $16,577.72, came under the track buyers’ 
bond. Cheques were received from the surety company to pay these claims, 
and the money has been distributed to the parties whose claims were established 
under the bonds. 

3. Calgary Grain and Supply Co. —The above company was licensed by 
the board to operate as track buyers, bond in the amount of $10,000 being 
executed by the General Accident Assurance Company of Canada. Four 
claims, amounting to $3,641.77, have been filed with the board, but up to the 
present none of these have been established as coming within the scope of the 
bond.

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CHAPTER VI. 

MAXIMUM TARIFF OF PUBLIC TERMINAL'ELEVATOR CHARGES 
AT FORT WILLIAM AND PORT ARTHUR TERMINALS 

For the Year Ending September 1, 1923, Effective September 

1, 1922 

Subject to the capacity of the elevator and the nature of its equipment, 
shipments will be received upon the following terms and conditions and under 
the provisions of the Canada Grain Act, 1912, and amendments thereto. 

Elevator Charges 

On straight grade grain, not otherwise specified, receiving, elevating, 
storing, spouting, insurance against fire for the first fifteen days, one and one- 
quarter cents (1R.) per bushel. 

On tough grain, receiving, elevating, storing, spouting, insurance against 
fire for the first fifteen days, one and one-quarter cents (lfc.) P er bushel. 

On damp or wet grain, receiving, elevating, storing, spouting, insurance 
against fire for the first fifteen days, one and one-quarter cents (lye.) per bushel. 

All tough, damp, wet, condemned, heating, heated or fireburnt grain may 
always be refused; if received and stored, it will be only at the owner’s risk of 
deterioration and under special contract, except that- from November 1 to 
April 1 tough grain will be received and stored under the terms and conditions 
applying to straight grade grain as provided in sections 140 to 149 of Canada 
Grain Act. 

On mixed grains handled as mixtures, receiving, elevating, storing, spouting 
and insurance against fire for the first fifteen days, two cents (2c.) per hundred 
pounds. 

On screenings, receiving, elevating, storing, spouting and insurance against 
fire for the first fifteen days, three cents (3c.) per hundred pounds. 

Storage Charges 

On straight grade grain, not otherwise specified, including insurance 
against fire for each succeeding day or part thereof after the first fifteen days, 
one-thirtieth of one cent (l-30c.) per bushel. 

On mixed grain handled as mixtures, storage, including insurance against 
fire for each succeeding day or part thereof after the first fifteen days, two 
thirtieths of one cent (2-30c.) per hundred pounds. 

On screenings, storage, including insurance against fire for each succeeding 
day or part thereof, after the first fifteen days, one-tenth of one cent (l-10c.) 
per hundred pounds. 


Screenings 

On wheat carrying a dockage of three per cent (3%) or more after deducting 
one-half of one per cent (5%) of the gross weight of the car for waste, a return 
will be made for the balance of the screenings. 

On oats and barley carrying a dockage of five per cent (5%) more, after 
deducting one-half of one per cent (§%) of the gross weight of the car for waste, 
a return will be made for the balance of the screenings. 
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On rye and flax carrying a dockage of five per cent (5%) or more after 
deducting one per cent (1%) of the gross weight of the car to cover outward 
dockage and waste in cleaning, a return will be made for the balance of the 
screenings. 

If disposition of screenings covered by outstanding returns is not received 
within thirty (30) days from the date of unloading, they may be disposed of 
for account of whom it may concern. 

The holder of warehouse receipts or shut-outs covering the dockage is 
entitled to the same quality of screenings as taken from the car, as shown by 
the grain inspector’s test. 


Cleaning Charges 

All wheat requiring cleaning will be cleaned on arrival, and when the dockage 
contains no other grain of commercial value, there will be no charge for cleaning, 
except on that carrying a return of screenings as above provided, there will be 
cleaning charges as follows:—3% to 5% inclusive, one-half cent (|c.) per bushel; 
5|% to 10% inclusive, one cent (lc.) per bushel; above 10% one and one-half 
cents (1|.) bushel. 

On wheat carrying a return of other grain of commercial value, except 
flax for first separation, computed on gross weight of car, an additional separating 
charge of one cent (lc.) per bushel. 

For each subsequent separation, computed on balance for separation a 
further charge of one cent (lc.) per bushel. 

On wheat carrying a return of flax, for first separation, an additional 
separating charge computed on gross weight of car, two cents (2c.) per bushel. 

For each subsequent separation, computed on balance for separation a 
further charge of one cent (lc.) per bushel. 

All oats, barley and rye requiring cleaning will be cleaned on arrival and 
when the dockage contains no other grain of commercial value there will be no 
further charge for cleaning, except on that carrying a return of screenings 
as above provided, there will be cleaning charges as follows:—On all cars carrying 
a dockage of 5% to 10% inclusive, one cent (lc.) per bushel; over 10%, one and 
one-half cents (l|c.) per bushel. 

On oats, barley and rye carrying a return of flax, for the first separation, 
computed on gross weight of car, an additional separation charge of two cents 
(2c.) per bushel. 

For each subsequent separation computed on balance for separation a further 
charge of one cent (lc.) per bushel. 

Flax cleaned from any other grain containing broken particles that cannot 
be separated shall be classified as flax and broken wheat. 

All flax requiring cleaning will be cleaned on arrival, and when the dockage 
contains no other grain of commercial value, there will be no charge for cleaning, 
except on that carrying a return of screenings as above provided, there will 
be the following cleaning charges:—On flax carrying a dockage of from 5% to 
10 % inclusive, one and one-half cents (l§c.) per bushel; over 10%, two cents 
(2c.) per bushel. 

On Flax carrying a return of other grain of commercial value for first separ¬ 
ation, computed on gross weight of car, an additional separating charge of 
one cent, (lc.) per bushel. 

For each subsequent separation, computed on balance for separation, 
a further charge of one cent (lc.) per bushel. 

Drying Charges 

On tough grain, three cents (3c.) per bushel; on damp or wet grain, five 
cents (5c.) per bushel.

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Allowance for Invisible Loss and Shrinkage 

On all grain received with no dockage set for cleaning, deductions from 
the gross weight of each car to cover invisible loss and shrinkage in handling 
will be made as follows: Wheat, 30 pounds; oats, 50 pounds; barley, 50 pounds; 
flax, 56 pounds, rye, 56 pounds. No other deductions will be allowed on grain 
not carrying a dockage. 

On all rye and flax received with dockage set for cleaning, deductions from 
the gross weight of each car, to cover invisible loss and shrinkage in handling, 
will be made as follows: Rye, 56 pounds; flax, 56 pounds. 

All Charges 

All charges for cleaning, drying or other treatment will be computed on 
gross weight, for elevation and storage on net weights. All charges accruing 
after issue of initial completed outturn and expense bill will follow the grain. 
All charges whatsoever must be p^d before shipment. 

Bulkheads 

On bulkheads, for their removal and other additional expense in handling 
and unloading car, five dollars ($5) per bulkhead. 

Unloading Sacked grain 

A charge of five cents (5c.) per sack will be made for unloading all sacked 
grain. 


Preparing Cars for Loading 

When paper is used in preparing cars there will be a charge of four dollars 
($4) for each car. 


LTnspecified Grain 

Unspecified grain will only be received, stored and treated subject to special 
charges to be agreed upon at the time, subject to the approval of the Board of 
Grain Commissioners. 

Upon the application to the board of any public terminal elevator the above 
tariff of charges may be reduced in so far as that elevator is concerned; but 
such reduced charges must apply to all grain received of such elevator during 
the crop year 1922-23. 

. Fort William and Port Arthur Terminals 

TARIFF OF PUBLIC TERMINAL ELEVATOR CHARGES FOR THE LEASING OF SPECIAL 

BINS, CROP YEAR 1922-23 

Subject to the schedule of special bins filed by the elevator with the Board 
of Grain Commissioners and the rules and regulations of the Board with reference 
to the leasing and use of such bins, the elevator will lease by special contract, 
any one or more of its available bins set apart for special binning of wheat, 
oats or barley upon the following terms and conditions:— 

RATES 

Elevation: Receiving, elevating, spouting and insurance against fire, 

one and one-quarter cents (ljc.) per bushel. 
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Rental for each bin (computed on the total capacity of the bin), one cent 
(lc.) per bushel per month, or one-thirtieth of one cent, (l-30c.) per bushel per 
day. 

All charges will follow the grain and the elevator will have the right of lien 
upon grain for all unpaid charges. 

The elevator shall have the right to demand a deposit in advance equal 
to the minimum rental for any bin and it furthermore shall have the right to 
demand maintenance of such deposit for each succeeding period. 

Unless the lessee shall have made special contract to the contrary, all 
grain received for any special bin will be stored therein in its original state as 
it arrives in the cars and all charges will be computed on gross weights. 

The elevator will bin together in any special bin all grain as it arrives for 
the account of the lessee, upon receipt from him of written orders specifying 
what cars are to be unloaded in such bin. Written orders or instructions with 
bill of lading attached must be delivered to the Port Arthur or Fort William 
office of the elevator company in advance of arrival of cars on elevator track. 

All written orders must be furnished in duplicate, one to be retained by 
the company and the other to be receipted and returned to the sender. 

Special bin receipts registered as to the quantities only and specifying 
the bins in which it is stored will be issued for all grain store in special bins. 
These receipts will be issued only to the lessee of the bin after surrender by him 
of bills of lading properly endorsed and upon the tender of all charges entered 
upon the elevator outturns. 

The surrender of the special bin receipts by the lessee or his assignee properly 
endorsed, and the tender of all unpaid charges shall entitle the person surrender¬ 
ing the receipt to delivery from the bin named of that quantity of grain specified 
in the receipts without respect to grade or selection, and no grain will be delivered 
from any special bin except upon surrender of corresponding receipts and under 
the conditions herein set forth. 

The foregoing terms and conditions relate only to grain in suitable condition 
for warehousing. All other grain may be refused and if received, it will be entirely 
at the lessee’s risk for the entire contents of the bin. 

Allowance for invisible loss as specified in regular tariff will be deducted 
from all grain received for special bins. 

The binning of grain and sealing of all special bins will be done under the 
supervision of Government officials. 

The right is hereby expressly reserved for the elevator to apply at any 
time and from time to time to the Board of Grain Commissioners for modification, 
alteration or addition to the foregoing conditions, terms and rates, under which 
bins will be released for special binning and grain will be received for storage 
therein.

MINAL ELEVATORS AT SASKATOON, MOOSE JAW AND 

CALGARY 

For the Year Ending September 1, 1923, Effective September 1, 1922 

Subject to the capacity of the elevator and the nature of its equipment, 
shipments will be received upon the following terms and conditions, and under 
the provisions of the Canada Grain Act, 1912, and amendments thereto. 

Elevation Charges 

On straight grade grain, not otherwise specified, receiving, elevating, storing, 
spouting, insurance against fire for the first fifteen days, one cent (lc.) per bushel. 
On tough grain, receiving, elevating, storing, spouting, insurance against fire for 
the first fifteen days, one cent (lc.) per bushel. 
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On damp or wet grain, receiving, elevating, storing, spouting, insurance 
against fire for the first fifteen days, one cent (lc.) per bushel. 

All tough, damp, wet condemned, heating, heated or fireburnt grain may 
always be refused. If received and stored, it will be only at the owner’s risk 
of deterioration and under special contract. Except that from November 1 
to April 1 tough grain will be received and stored under the terms and conditions 
applying to straight grade grain as provided in sections 140 to 149 Canada 
Grain Act. 

On mixed grains handled as mixtures, receiving, elevating, storing, spouting 
and insurance against fire for the first fifteen days, one and one-half cents (l|c.) 
per hundred pounds. 

On screenings, receiving, elevating, storing, spouting and insurance against 
fire for the first fifteen days, three cents (3c.) per hundred pounds. 

On grain unloaded from wagons, or teams, receiving, elevating, cleaning, 
spouting, insurance against fire, storage for the first fifteen days (15) one and 
one-half cents (l|c.) per bushel. 

Storage Charges 

On straight grade grain, not otherwise specified, including insurance against 
fire for each succeeding day or part thereof, after the first fifteen days, one- 
sixtieth of one cent (l-60c.) per bushel. 

On mixed grain handled as mixtures, storage, including insurance against 
fire for each succeeding day or part thereof after the first fifteen days, one-thir¬ 
tieth of one cent (l-30c.) per hundred pounds. 

On screenings, storage, including insurance against fire, for each succeeding 
day or part thereof, after the first fifteen days, one-tenth of one cent (l-10c.) 
per hundred pounds. 


Screenings 

On wheat carrying a dockage of three per cent (3%) or more, after deducting 
one-half of one per cent (§%) of the gross weight of the car for waste, a return 
will be made for the balance of the screenings. 

On oats and barley carrying a dockage of five per cent (5%) or more after 
deducting one-half of one per cent (i%) of the gross weight of the car for waste, 
a return will be made for the balance of the screenings. 

On rye and flax carrying a dockage of five per cent (5%) or more, after 
deducting one per cent (1%) of the gross weight of the car to cover outward 
dockage and waste in cleaning, a return will be made for the balance of the 
screenings. 

If disposition of screenings covered by outstanding returns is not received 
within thirty (30) days from the date of unloading, they may be disposed of for 
account of whom it may concern. 

The holder of warehouse receipts or shut-outs covering the dockage, is 
entitled to the same quality of screenings as taken from the car, as shown by 
the grain inspector’s test.

For each subsequent separation, computed on balance for separation, 
a further charge of one cent (lc.) per bushel. 

Drying Charge 

On tough grain, three cents (3c.) per bushel; on damp or wet grain, five 
cents (5c.) per bushel. 

Allowance for Invisible Loss and Shrinkage 

On all grain received with no dockage set for cleaning, deductions from 
the gross weight of each car to cover invisible loss and shrinkage in handling will 
be made as follows:—Wheat, 30 pounds; oats, 50 pounds; barley, 50 pounds; 
flax, 56 pounds; rye, 56 pounds. No other deductions will be allowed on grain 
not carrying a dockage.

Tariff for the Leasing of Special Bins, Crop Year 1922-23 

Subject to the schedule of special bins filed by the elevator with the Board 
of Grain Commissioners and the rules and regulations of the Board with reference 
to the leasing and use of such bins, the elevator will lease, by special contract, 
any one or more of its available bins set apart for special binning of wheat, 
oats or barley upon the following terms and conditions:— 

Rates 

Elevation: receiving, elevating, spouting and insurance against fire, one 
cent (lc.) per bushel. 

Rental for each bin (computed on the total capacity of the bin) one half 
cent (Ac.) per bushel per month, or one sixtieth of one cent (l-60c.) per bushel 
per day. 

All charges will follow the grain and the elevator will have the right of 
lien upon grain for all unpaid charges. 

The elevator shall have the right to demand a deposit in advance equal 
to the minimum rental for any bin and it furthermore shall have the right to 
demand maintenance of such deposit for every succeeding period. 

Unless the lessee shall have made special contract to the contrary all grain 
received for any special bin will be stored therein in its original state as it arrives 
in the cars, and all charges will be computed on gross weights. 

The elevator will bin together in any special bin all grain as it arrives for 
the account of the lessee, upon receipt from him of written orders specifying 
what cars are to be unloaded in such bin. Written orders or instructions with 
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bill of lading attached must be delivered to the office of the elevator in advance 
of arrival of cars on elevator tracks. All written orders must be furnished in 
duplicate, one to be retained by the company and the other to be receipted and 
returned to the sender. 

Special bin receipts registered as to quantities only and specifying the bins 
in which it is stored will be issued for all grain stored in special bins. These 
receipts will be issued only to the lessee of the bin after the surrender by him of 
bills of lading, properly endorsed and upon the tender of all charges entered 
upon the elevator outturns. 

The surrender of the special bin receipts by the lessee or his assignee, 
properly endorsed, and the tender of all unpaid charges shall entitle the person 
surrendering the receipt to delivery from the bin named of that quantity of grain 
specified in the receipts without respect to grade or selection, and no grain will 
be delivered from any special bin except upon surrender of corresponding receipt 
and under the conditions herein set forth. 

The foregoing terms and conditions relate only to grain in suitable condition 
for warehousing. All other grain may be refused, and if received, it will be 
entirely at the lessee’s risk for the entire contents of the bin. 

Allowance for invisible loss as specified in regular tariff will be deducted 
from all grain received for special bins. 

The binning of grain and sealing of all special bins will be done under the 
supervision of the Government officials. 

Modification, alteration or addition to the foregoing conditions, terms 
and rates, under which bins will be leased for special binning and grain will be 
received for storage therein must be approved by the Board of Grain Commis¬ 
sioners. 


COUNTRY ELEVATORS 

Tariff of Licensed Country Elevator Charges for the Period Ending 
August 31, 1923. Effective October 1, 1922 

Subject to the capacity of the elevator and the nature of the construction, 
all grain tendered must be taken into store upon the following terms and con¬ 
ditions, and under the provisions of The Canada Grain Act, 1912, and amend¬ 
ments thereto. 

Maximum rates—Special bin grain. —Receiving, elevating, spouting, insur¬ 
ance against fire, storing for the first fifteen days, and putting into cars on 
track: no elevator shall charge more than two and one-half cents ( 25 c.) per 
bushel for wheat, barley, flax and rye, and one and three-quarters of a cent 
(lfc.) per bushel for oats. 

Graded storage and subject to grade and dockage grain. —Receiving, elevating, 
spouting, insurance against fire, storing for the first fifteen days, and putting 
into cars on track: no elevator shall charge more than one and three-quarters 
of a cent (lfc.) per bushel. 

Storage not otherwise provided, including insurance against fire, for each 
succeeding day after the first fifteen (15) days shall not exceed one-thirtieth 
of one cent (l-30c.) per bushel. 

Grain specially cleaned will be subject to a charge of one-half cent (§c.) 
per bushel for each cleaning. 

Shrinkage for stored grain. —No elevator shall take more than one-half of 
one per cent to take care of shrinkage and waste in handling, storing and trans¬ 
mitting the grain to a terminal. 

No elevator shall take more than one per cent shrinkage on tough, damp 
and wet grain. 
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Dockage on cash grain .—On street grain no elevator shall take a greater 
dockage than that shown by a proper test over a number ten sieve, except where 
grain contains foreign grain or seeds which cannot be taken out by a number 
ten sieve. 

Dockage .—No elevator shall take a greater dockage than that shown by a 
proper test over a number ten sieve, except where grain contains foreign grain 
or seeds which cannot be taken out by a number ten sieve. 

Every elevator must be equipped with the necessary sieves and scales for 
making proper tests, and the elevator operator must make the test in the presence 
of the owner of the grain when requested. 

General .—When tough, damp or wet grain is taken into store it shall be at 
the owner’s risk, and the elevator operator shall have the right to ship it immed¬ 
iately to a terminal elevator for treatment. 

The owner shall have the right to name the terminal elevator to which it 
shall l^e shipped. 

All grain not properly classified as tough, damp, or wet grain, containing 
an excessive amount of snow and ice, may be handled subject to agreement 
between the owner of the grain and the operator. 

Rules and Regulations for Country Elevators 

1. The owner or operator of a country elevator shall post in the elevator in a 
conspicuous place, a diagram, to a scale of not less than one-half inch to one 
foot, showing the location and numbers of the several bins in such elevator. 

2. In shipping or delivering any grain stored in a country elevator, the net 
weight on the ticket or tickets shall be final, unless an investigation by the 
Board of Grain Commissioners shows reason for the contrary. The shipper 
to be paid in case of short shipment up to the amount of his or her ticket or 
tickets for the full billing capacity of the car, at the same price as the car was 
disposed of. 

3. All shipping bills for grain shipped through an elevator shall be made 
out by the elevator agent, and he shall advise such parties as the owner may 
instruct. 

4. The elevator owner shall, on all grain shipped through the elevator, 
have the right to retain and hold the shipping bill until he receives a guarantee 
from the owner of the grain, another elevator owner, a licensed commission 
firm or individual or any one else that the car may be sold to, that they will 
make proper adjustment as to the weight and grade. Upon receipt of storage 
tickets and lawful charges, the elevator owner shall deliver either the shipping 
bill to the party presenting the ticket or tickets, or a terminal warehouse receipt 
for the full amount of the grain called for in the ticket or tickets presented, up 
to the full carload. 

5. The owner of grain in an elevator wishing such grain shipped to any 
point other than a terminal point, or where Government weights cannot be 
obtained, the owner of the grain must then accept the elevator weights at the 
shipping point as final unless the owner of the grain proves the shipping weights 
are not correct. Provided, however, that the owner of the grain can always 
demand an affidavit as to the actual grain shipped and delivered from the 
elevator operator and receiver of said grain respectively. 

6. “No owner or operator of a country elevator or warehouse shall sell, 
assign, mortgage, pledge or hypothecate any grain stored in such elevator or 
warehouse, for which graded storage tickets or ‘subject to grade and dockage’ 
tickets or special bin tickets have been issued, and the owner or operator may be 
required by the board to produce at any time proper registered warehouse receipts 
or bills of lading for such grain as has been shipped from the country elevator 
or warehouse, and for which there is still outstanding graded storage tickets 
or ‘subject to grade and dockage’ tickets or special bin tickets.” 
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7. No license will be granted for the operation of any country elevator 
the agent or buyer of which is subject to a shortage bond, and, in the event of 
a shortage bond being entered into after license has been granted, such license 
will be subject to immediate cancellation. 

Rules and Regulations for Storing Grain in Country Elevators where 

THERE IS NO DISAGREEMENT AS TO GRADE AND DOCKAGE 

1. The ticket or tickets issued under and by virtue of these rules and 
regulations must have incorporated therein, at the time of issue, the grade 
offered by the elevator owner or operator to the owner of the grain, and the 
following words: “subject to inspector’s grade and dockage.” 

2. The owner of the grain can only demand the quantity that the storage 
ticket or tickets call for. 

3. In case there is a dispute as to the weighing accuracy of the receiving 
scales, it shall be incumbent upon the owner of the elevator to prove that the 
scales are weighing accurately. 

4. A proper sample must be drawn from each wagon load by the elevator 
operator at the time of delivery, in the presence of the party delivering same, 
and such sample must be drawn satisfactorily to both the deliverer and the 
operator. 

5. Such sample must be placed in a metal receptacle satisfactory to- the 
owner of the grain. 

6. After the grain is delivered the sample drawn must be properly mixed 
in the receptacle in which it has been placed. The owner and the elevator 
operator shall then take out of the quantity mixed at least three pounds, and 
place it in a receptacle, which must be numbered and sealed and so made that 
it can be securely locked. The receptacle shall be supplied by the elevator 
owner, and secured by a padlock. The lock shall be provided by the owner of 
the grain, and he shall retain possession of the key. The receptacle and key shall 
thereupon be immediately forwarded to the Chief Inspector of Grain, Winni¬ 
peg, all charges prepaid. After receiving the Inspector’s certificate, showing 
grade and dockage, the operating agent shall issue a storage ticket, showing 
grade and dockage, as given by the chief inspector for the full amount of grain 
taken into store; and shall deliver to the owner at his request, in not less than 
carload lots, on track or at a terminal point, the grade and quantity the storage 
ticket calls for, after the owner has surrendered the storage receipts and paid 
or tendered all lawful charges against said grain. 

7. The owner of the elevator shall, in all cases where grain is taken in,to 
store under the foregoing conditions, guarantee the grade and weight as specified 
in the storage ticket or tickets. 

8. At the time of delivery of any grain where a ticket of this kind is being used 
and it is agreed upon by the owner of the- grain and the elevator operator that 
the grain is tough, damp or wet, and the elevator operator marks such ticket 
or tickets: “Out of condition, tough, damp, or wet,” then whatever grade such 
sample may receive from the chief inspector, it will still grade “tough, damp or 
wet.” 

9. If the elevator operator fails at any time to draw and preserve such 
sample in the manner stated herein the owner or operator must account to the 
owner of the grain for the grade designated by the said owner.
